rding  to  Mortensen.  “We’re 
^>en  to  suggestions  and  the  sen- 
ors  aren’t  going  to  dictate  to 
udents,  he  said. 

The  decision  to  accept  the  new 
'nstitution  was  passed  after  four 
)urs  of  debating.  There  was  one 
ssenting  vote,  that  of  Jim  Ellis, 
raduate  class  senator  who  voted 
io’'-because  he  felt  that  the  five 
ce  presidents  should  not  be  seat- 
l on  the  Assembly. 

THE  NEW  CONSTITUTION, 
amended,  provides  for  a 20- 
rson  Assembly  to  take  the  place 
the  Senate.  Included  on  this 
)dy  will  be  10  class  representa- 
/es,  two  for  each  class,  one 
iter-organizations  council  re- 
■esentative,  two  representatives 
large,  two  housing  representa- 
/eSjthe  five  executive  vice  presi- 
_ mts  and  a president  of  the  As- 
mbly. 

The  document  also  provides  for 
Vice  president  of  Academics  to 
-■  elected  and  to  sit  on  the  Exec- 
;ive  Council  and  an  additional 
■4/0  justices  to  be  added  to  the 
apreme  Court. 

THE  DECISION  of  the  Senate 
as  lauded  by  ASBYU  Presi- 
mt  Olsen.  Olsen  said,  “I  com- 
end the  Senate  for  its  foresight 
id  ability  to  put  student  inter- 
T!  its  above  personal  interests.”

Lists  Five  'Major  Principles' 


Philosopher  Bussell  Kirk  . . 
is  lecturing  at  BYU. 


“The  question  is  not  whether 
American  conservatism  has  a fu- 
ture or  not,”  declared  Dr.  Rus- 
sell Kirk  in  his  evening  lecture 
Wednesday.  “The  question  is 
whether  the  future  will  be  the 
conservatism  of  intelligence  and 
salvation  or  one  of  selfishness 
and  dull  repression.” 

HE  DISCOUNTED  the  presi- 
dential election  as  a true  test. 
“The  general  issues  were  nowhere 
discussed.  It  was  carried  away  to 
questions  of  personality.” 

The  philopher-lecturer  listed 
five  major  principles  most  con- 
servatives have  in  common:  (1) 
A body  of  natural  law,  a “natural 


order  to  society  drawn  from 
man’s  nature;”  (2)  The  “demo- 
cracy of  the  dead’  or  the  “wisdom 
of  the  species”  as  defined  by  other 
philosophers;  (3)  The  balance  of 
order  and  freedom.  (4)  Territori- 
al democracy,  characterized  by 
“filtered  democracy.”  (5)  Em- 
phasis on  private  property  and 
economic  freedom. 

HE  CHALLENGED  the  “shal- 
low” definition  of  a conservative 
as  one  who  attempts  to  preserve 
the  status  quo.  “The  fountains

Severe  Storm 
Plagues 
East  States 

DALLAS, -TEX.,  (AP)— One  of 
the  worst  storms  of  the  winter 
plagued  a vast  area  of  the  east- 
ern half  of  the  nation  Wednes- 
day as  snow  continued  to  pile  up 
in  staggering  amounts. 

THE  U.S.  WEATHER  Bureau 
predicted  another  4 inches  of 
snow  for  the  Chicago  ai-ea,  where 
7 inches  accumulated  in  the'  last 
24  hours. 

A raging  snowstorm  accompan- 
ied by  biting  wind  struck  from 
Texas  to  Michigan,  tying  up  traf- 
fic and  closing  schools. 

THE  SNOW  FELL  over  a 21- 
state  area  from  New  Mexico  and 
Colorado  to  Michigan  and  south 
into  Mississippi. 

Heavy  rains  soaked  the  Ten- 
nessee Valley.  A freezing  rain 
slicked  highways  in  parts  of  the 
Virginias. 

MISSOURI  AND  Illinois  were 
hardest  hit  by  the  snow.  Almost 
all  highways  in  the  two  states 
were  heavily  snow  packed  and 
some  were  closed. 

Winds  gusted  up  to  40  miles 
an  hour  in  some  areas,  creating 
blizzard  conditions.

Off  To  A Good  Start 


The  use  of  television  in  the  classroom 
teaching  situation  was  used  this  Fall  for  the 
History  170  class.  Television  has  been  used 
experimentally  on  the  campus  once  before, 
but  this  was  the  first  major  use  of  TV  for 
instructional  purposes. 

How  well  did  it  work?  What  will  be  the 
future  of  instructional  television?  A recent 
survey  taken  in  both  sections  of  the  History 
170  class  reveals  some  of  the  facts  which 
could  help  predict  the  educational  value  of 
television  as  a major  medium  for  the  future. 

The  students  attended  the  lecture  series 
on  TV  plus  discussion  sessions  which  were 
were  rated  helpful  by  the  majority  of  those 
answering  the  questionnaire. 

Those  students  with  grades  C or  below 
were  required  to  attend  these  discussions. 
One  hundred  nine  of  the  197  who  answered 
the  question  thought  this  to  be  a good  idea, 
while  60  of  the  197  felt  that  voluntary  at- 
tendance for  everyone  would  be  better. 

One  hundred  eighty-three  of  the  192  ans- 
wering the  question  felt  that  TV  made  good 
use  of  visual  aids  as  maps,  pictures,  films, 
slides  ©tc. 

The  course  was  rated  as  about  average  in 


difficulty  as  compared  to  other  lower  divis- 
ion classes  without  the  use  of  TV. 

Out  of  the  188  answering  this  question, 
106  felt  the  class  lectures  were  above  av- 
erage when  compared  to  their  other  class 
l©ctiir©s 

When  asked  if  they  would  recommend 
the  history  170  with  the  television  instruc- 
tion, 102  out  of  187  said  they  would  recom- 
mend it  to  their  friends. 

In  rating  the  technical  quality  of  televis- 
ion since  moving  into  the  new  facilities  in 
the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center,  161  rated  it 
as  good  or  very  good. 

Although  the  use  of  television  has  prob- 
lems that  will  have  to  be  worked,  this  is  a 
good  start.  From  the  results  of  the  survey, 
even  though  it  was  limited,  it  seenjs  that 
the  television  course  is  successful.  It  holds 
great  potential  as  a means  of  aiding  the 
teacher  in  his  class  presentations. 

It  is  a start  in  the  right  direction,  and 
BYU  is  one  of  the  first  to  use  these  methods. 
It  could  be  the  answer  to  the  teacher  short- 
age, over-crowding  in  classrooms  and  a num- 
ber of  other  problems  in  the  school  systems.

Obvious  Conclusion 

In  Professor  Riddle's  comments 
on  The  Conservative  Mind  he  de- 
fines a conservative  as  “anyone 
who  tries  to  preserve  something 
which  is  demonstrably  good.”  The 
rather  obvious  conclusion  is  that 
a liberal  is  one  who  advocates  the 
destruction  of  that  which  is 
“demonstrably  good.” 

Or,  if  we  allow  that  even  liber- 
als have  not  advocated  doing 
away  with  “goodness,”  liberals 
then  must  also  be  conservatives. 
There  is  nothing  particularly 
wrong  with  this  terminology  since 
“conservation  of  good”  is  defini- 
tely a part  of  both  platforms. 
However,  the  utlitity  of  the  word 
“conservative”  is  reduced  since 
it  now  encompasses  probably 
more  than  80  per  cent  of  the 
American  voters  and  certainly  the 
entire  BYU  faculty. 

A preferable  approach  might 
be  to  designate  its  group  as 
“moderate”  between  extremes  of 
radicalism  and  reactionsim.  The 
members  of  this  moderate  major- 
ity may  be  either  liberals  or  con- 
servatives— the  difference  being 
one  of  degree  in  their  attitudes  re- 
garding the  necessity  of  change 
and  adaptation  rather  than  the 
advisability  of  the  preseration  of 
“goodness.” 

It  is  refreshing  to  hear  a con- 
servative acknowledge  the  harm 
done  to  that  cause  by  the  reac- 
tionists who,  by  their  rejection  of 
all  social  legislation,  have  ser- 
iously weakened  a very  import- 
ant voice.  Liberals  also  have  their 
illegitimate  imitation  which  has 
marred  their  image.  The  radi- 
cal is  no  more  characteristic  of 
the  liberal  movement  than  the 
reactionist  of  the  conservative. 

When  the  loyal'  advocates  of 
conservatism  and  liberalism  com- 
ment upon  each  other,  hopefully 
neither  will  attempt  to  impute 
to  oneself  “all  goodness”  such 
that  only  error  and  contempt  re- 
main for  the  other.

Dr.  Russell  Kirk,  Academic 
Emphasis  Committee  guest,  is 
interrupting  his  honeymoon  with 
this  lecture  tour.  "It  started  Sept. 
19,”  he  said,  “and  will  end  in 
April.” 

He  and  his  24-year-old  wife 
have  been  “traveling  almost  con- 
stantly” in  Europe,  his  favored 
Scotland,  Austria  and  South 
Africa,  where  he’d  never  been. 
“It  was  very  cold  and  wet  in  Scot- 
land,” he  commented,  “and  we  got 
baked  out  in  Africa.” 

MRS,  KIRK  IS  staying  home 
from  this  tour.  He  told  her  “We 
have  got  to  save  some  money/’ 
They  are  building  a little  17th 
Century  home  in  Scotland  where 
they  plan  to  spend  at  least  one 
month  a summer. 

The  house  had  to  be  almost 
completely  replaced  inside  be- 
cause dry  rot.  “We  lifted  the  tiles 
off  the  roof,  replaced  the  beams 
and  put  the  tiles  back  on,”  said 
the  conservative  philosopher.  But

DB.  KIRK,  WHO  visits  Scot- 
land regularly  each  year,  is  wear- 
ing a 2i  inch  Scottish  claymore 
for  a tiepin.  He  had  found  it  in 
an  Edinburgh  junkshop  and  re- 
marked with  satisfaction,  “mod- 
ern tiepins  usually  have  broken 
clasps  after  three  or  four  weeks. 
Thie  one  has  been  working  for 
130  years.” 

His  family  came  from  Scotland 
“over  a century  ago,”  and  settled 
in  the  thriving  lumber  area  of 
Mecosta,  Mich.  Lack  of  lumber 
has  since  reduced  the  population 
to  200,  a size  he  likes. 

He  and  Mrs.  Kirk  live  in  the 
ancestral  home  his  great-grand- 
father built  in  the  1870’s.  “It’s 
full  of  ghosts,”  he  described. 

Family  members  belonged  to 
the  Swedenborgian  sect,  part  of 
whose  philosophy  is  spiritualistic. 

“DOORS  OPEN  by  themselves” 
and  one  can  hear  “footsteps  on 
the  stairs,  tables  left,”  he  de- 
scribed. In  one  seance,  an  ancres- 
tress  saw  the  body  of  a great- 
uncle  lying  face  down  in  a forest 
pool.  He  had  been  missing  and 
when  they  searched  the  forest, 
they  found  him  shot  through  the 
head.  The  payroll  he  had  been 
carrying  was  gone. 

“My  wife  is  terrified  of  the 
house  at  night,”  he  described  and 
he  is  the  only  member  of  the  pre- 
sent family  capable  of  “sleeping 
in  comfort  upstairs.”

With  discussion  of  peace  moves 
mounting,  there  have  been  in- 
creasing demands  from  some 
quarters  that  Johnson  state  set- 
tlement terms  that  would  be  ac- 
ceptable to  the  United  States. 

This  he  has  been  reluctant  to 
do,  believing  the  Communists 
might  feel  impelled  to  reject 
automatically  such  terms  and 
thus  lessen  prospects  for  an 
eventual  political  solution. 

THE  PRESIDENT  STANDS 
behind  his  oft-stated  willingness 
to  entertain  a settlement  guar- 
anteeing the  integrity  and  inde- 
pendence of  South  Viet  Nam.  But 
he  retains  skepticism,  also  ex- 
pressed in  the  past,  that  the  Com- 


munist side  is  prepared  to  ob- 
serve such  guarantees. 

Holding  the  view  that  Hanoi 
has  paid  scant  regard  to  the  terms 
of  previous  settlements,  he  would 
almost  certainly  insist  on  some 
strong  assurances  in  this  regard. 

Some  French  officials  have 
proposed  that  any  settlement 
terms  authorize  the  parties  to 
intervene  should  one  of  them  act 
to  destroy  the  independence  of 
South  Viet  Nam. 

JOHNSON  HAS  BEEN  the  tar- 
get of  some  criticism  for  not 
making  a detailed  policy  state- 
ment on  Viet  Nam.  He  wants  to 
keeps  his  statements  to  a mini- 
mum to  avoid  tying  his  hands  or 


encouraging  the  Communists  to 
believe  they  are  free  to  take  cer- 
tain actions  without  risking 
counteraction. 

He  believes  the  United  States 
tied  its  own  hands  too  tightly  in 
the  Korean  War  by  announcing 
it  would  not  use  nuclear  weapons 
and  would  not  take  military  action 
against  the  Communist  Chinese 
“sanctuary”  in  Manchuria. 

THE  PRESIDENT  BELIEVES 
that  when  it  forswears  full  use 
of  its  military  power,  it  not  only 
reduces  its  freedom  of  action 
militarily  but  undermines  its 
bargaining  position  at  the  con- 
ference table.

Texas  Court  of  Criminal  Appeals 
granted  Wednesday  an  indefinite 
postponement  of  its  hearing  of 
Jack  Ruby’s  appeal  of  his  death 
sentence  for  slaying  Presidential 
Assassin  Lee  Harvey  Oswald. 

THE  HIGH  COURT  SAID  sub- 
mission of  Ruby’s  appeal  and  a 
decision  on  which  attorneys  will 
be  recognized  as  his  counsel 
should  wait  until  the  trial  judge, 
Dallas  Dist.  Judge  Joe  Brown, 
decides  whether  Ruby  is  now 
sane  or  insane. 

Hearing  in  the  case  previously 
had  been  set  for  March  10.

Cazzie  Russell  was  the  only 
iunior  honored  on  the  top  team 
and  he  led  all  players  in  the  vot- 
ing. Russell  currently  plays  for 
Michigan.  Bill  Bradley,  the 
Rhodes  Scholar  from  Princeton 
was  second  high  in  the  voting. 

OTHER  members  of  the  first 
team  included  Gail  Goodrich  of 
UCLA,  Fred  Hetzel  of  Davidson, 
and  Rick  Barry  of  Miami  (Fla.) 
BaiTy  is  the  leading  scorer  in 
the  nation  and  the  only  man  this 
year  to  outpoint  Estes. 

THE  FIRST  team  average  29.5 
points  per  man  per  game.  The 
1964  All-America  team  averaged 
slightly  higher,  29.8  and  they 
were  led  by  Frank  Selvy  of  Fur- 
man who  shot  an  average  of  42.5. 

Not  only  is  each  team  position 
represented,  but  men  from  each 
part  of  the  country  are  also  in- 
cluded. Russell  and  Goodrich  are 
used  in  guard  spots,  Hetzel  plays 
center,  and  Bradley  and  Barry 
work  as  forwards.

Only  recently 
did  Bradley  turn  down  a pro  of- 
fer with  the  New  York  Knicker- 
bockers to  study  in  England.  He 
has  been  given  the  Rhodes 
Scholarship,  an  honor  in  itself. 

BYU’S  JOHN  FAIRCHILD  was 
given  honorable  mention  as  were 
Dick  Ellis  and  Mel  Daniels  of 
New  Mexico,  Flynn  Robinson  of 
Wyoming  and  Warren  Rustand 
of  Arizona,  all  WAC  players. 

To  give  an  indication  of  the 
quality  of  the  BYU  basketball 
program  it  is  interesting  to  note 
the  number  of  players  included 
on  the  first  three  All-America 
teams  and  on  the  honorable  men- 
tion list. 

Wayne  Estes,  Utah  State  was 
first  team;  Dave  Stallworth  of
